Auzany, Sept. 21.—The control of the 
Buffalo Convention and the next Democratic 
State Committee being fully assured to the 
followers of Gov. Cleveland and Chairman 
Manning, the composition of the State ticket 
is the subject which now attracts the most at- 


though many names have been discussed in 
conneetion with the various places, it would 
not be surprising if the contest for nomina- 
tions proved a pretty tame affair after all. 
Talk about the old ticket bas fallen off de- 
cidedly in earnestness during the past 10 
days, because no one but the most sanguine 
friends of the gentlemen who ran in 1881 
has any idea that they will be renominated. 
Mr. William Purcell and Mr. Roswell A. Par- 
menter are the only ones who have made a 
eanvass. The efforts of the former will cer- 


tainly prove futilo, and while the latter may 
fevelup more strength, his chances are not 
materially better. A new a Bae Kas st 
retary of State appeared yes ay, the a- 
ware County delegates being instructed to 
urgo the nomination of the Hon. Isaac H. 
Maynard, of thet county. who served in the 
Assembly of 1876 and 1877 and is now Coun- 
ty Judge. ¢ Cortland County is aiso for 
Judge Maynard, and there is good reason 
to velieve that he will be indorsed by the Al- 
bany Regency and be the Democratic nomi- 
nee for Secretary of State. Mr. J. Hampden 
Robb is not satisfactory to all the New-York- 
ers, and must be content with his Niagara 
Park Commissionership. Speaker Altred C. 
Chapin will receive more consideration. He 
is understood to be booked for Controller. 
State Treasurer Robert A. Maxwell will be 
renominated, as a matter of course. In the 
race for Attorney-General, ex-Mayor Dennis 
O’Brien, of Watertown, has the lead over all 
other candidates, and it is quite probable that 
Senator Homer A. Nelson will pull out before 
‘the convention meets. Elnathan Sweet, a con- 
tractor on the West Shore Road, stands the 
best chance of being the tail of the ticket, but 
will be opposed by Charlies A. Sweet, another 
contractor, whoaspires to the position of Stats 
Engineer and Surveyor. 

RocneEster, Sept. 21.—The nine delegates 
from Monrose County to the Buffalo Conven- 
tioa will all support Mr. Purcell, the edito: of 
the Rochester Union, for Secretary of State. 
The delegates representing the city of Roches- 
ter, three in number, have already been elected. 
The other six will be elected to-morrow. 
‘Juage W. C. Rowley, who, with H. S. Green- 
leaf and R. H. Schooley, com the Roches- 
ter delegation, will present the name of Mr. 

He is the 
only man in the Monroe County delegation 
who formerly affiliated with tne Tammany 
branch of the Democracy, but they have all 
agveed earnestly to support their home candi- 
date for the head of the State ticket.

' Any attempt to change the control of the 
machine or to depose Mr. Manning from 
the Chairmanship of the State Committee wii] 
be by the Monroe delegation, and 
also by the Orleans men. The best-informed 
Democrats in Rochester say that Manning will 
have 23 ont of 34 member of the new State 
Committee. The members of the committee 
from this Congressional! district will be the same 
as last year, Mr. Thomas Brown, Jr. Not- 
withstanding his failure to attend the meeting 
of the committee in Saratoga, he still has the 
entire confidenco of his party here, and from 
all accounts he deserves it. He is a man of 
ample means, of high standing and character, 
and entirely trustworthy. He had the best 
feason in the world for not attending ihe 
meeting in Saratoga, and that was the 
serious i of his wife. He had no 
reason to suppose that his single vote would 
be of special importacce, nor is it by 
any means certain, as was represented 
at the time, that his vote, had he been there, 
would have changed the result. Atall events, 
Mr. faulkner had no authority for the state- 
ent that Mr. Brown would have voted for 
is substitute if be had been present. THE 
Trmmxs’s correspondent takes pleasure in put- 
ting Mr. Brown right in this matter, as he and 
the other correspondents in Saratoga at the 
time were misled into doing him injustice in re- 
gard to his absence from the committee and the 
reasons therefor. The man who, in a drunken 
frolic, personated Mr. Brown on the cars trom 
Albany to Saratoga probably thought he was 
perpetrating a harmless joke and one not un- 
common under similar circumstances. But in 
this case the trick was so suceessful that it de- 
ceived everybody in Saratoga, and thus 
-wrought a serious, though temporary, injury 
to thy gentleman personated. 

SYRACUSE, Sept. 21.—At the Democratic 
primaries held here to-day to elect delegates to 
the Assembly District Conventions, the Man- 
ning faction scored a victory by very ques- 
tionable means. Under the leadership of 
Henry J. Mowry, State Committeemen, the 
caucuses were packed, and in many instances 
the anti-Manning faction were not allowed to 
deposit their votes at all. The police were 
called in to stop several fights, and at one 
time, in the Fifth Ward, a bloody row seemed 
imminent. The anti-Manning faction claim 
that they will secure the indictment of the 
caucus inspectors for flagrant violations of the 
law. The sentiment of the people of this sec- 
tion is entirely against the Manning faction 
but the latter, by the aid of the salt and canal 
employes, have carried the day.

A WESTERN EDITOR TALKS POLITICS, 
J. B. M’CULLAGN’S VIEW OF THE SITUATION 
IN THE EASTERN STATES. 

Sr. Louis, Sept. 21.—J. B. McCullagh, 
editor-in-chief of the St. Louis Globe-Dem«- 
erat, who returned to-day from the East, was 
questioned to-night regarding the political in- 
telligence he had gained while absent. He 
said: ‘‘I was more than surprised at Tilden’s 
strength in the East. He has many positive 
friends. There are many others who de- 
clare themselves for Tilden, but in a 
qualified way. ‘If the old man _ holds 
out, and if his health is good 


when the time rolls around,’ &c. As to Hen- 
dricks, I met him in Chicago several days ago 
looking as fresh and as active as he did 20 
years ago. Hendricks, in my opinion, while 
still for the old’ ticket, is strongly actuated in 
devotion to it by his position to McDonald. 
The New-York Sun’s boom for W. 8. Holman 
is simply to head off the McDonald movement 
in Indiana.’’ 

**What impression did you form of the Re- 
publican outlook ?”’ 

“If itappears that President Arthur can 
carry New-York he will be the nominee. 
There is a big majority of 200,000:to overcome 
in that State. Should the Republicans cut it 
down to 20,000 or 80,000 this Fall the State is 
very likely to go Republican for President. 
If ‘Arthur is not the candidate, I believe it will 
be Edmunds. The only weak point in his 
candidacy would be the fact that he is a New- 
Englander. This prejudice, as a matter of 
fact, exists, thongh why it should in the Re- 
publican Party, which is non-sectional in its 
principles, is more than I can account for.”

THE EXPLOSION AT PITTSBURG. 


——_->—_— 
JESSIE DOUGLASS STILL ALIVE—THE BOILER 
NEVER INSPECTED. 

PrrTspuRG, Penn., Sept. 21.—The scene of 
yesterday’s terrible boiler explosion was visited by 
thousands of persons to-day. Only a small portion 
of the débris has been cleared away, as ali the men 
in the building at the time of the explosion have 
been accounted for. No more deaths were re- 
ported to-day. Jessie Dougiass, the little girl who 
was reported to have cied last night, is still living, 
but her death is momentarily expected. Her sisters 
and brothers, who were also hurt, are in a critical 
condition. The other persons who were injured 
are reported to be resting easily, but several are 
not out of darmger. One of the victims, Thomas 


House, was buried this afternoon. The other fa- 
nerals will be held to-morrow. 

The official investigation of the explosion will be 
commenced on Monday. A number of experts 
have examined pieces of the boiler, and generally 
agree that the iron was defective in places. A. C. 
Getchell, of Cleveland, Chief Inspeetor for the 
Hartford Boiler Inspection apd Insurance Com- 
pany, says the explosion was not the result of 
scarcity of water, but w -by-tire-worrusion 
of the boiler. Exactly how much steam was car- 
ried at the time of the explosion will hardly be dis- 
eovered, as the persons supposed to know have 
been killed. 

The members of the firm and the parties who 
buit the bolier insist that it was not defective, but 
Mr. Young, the Assistant Boiler Inspector of the 
district. has made a statement that scems to place 
Phillips, Nimick a & Co. in a serious predicament. 
He ssid the boiler had never been inspected, for 
the reason that the Inspector did not know of its 
existence. The proprietors of the miil were re- 
quired by law to notify the Inspector before the 
boiler was used, and Mr. Young claims that they are 
liable to a fine not exceeding $5,000 and to a term 
of imprisonment not exceeding two years, and are 
also liable for all damages to life and property. 
The owners of the mill assert that they sere not 
liable: that the boiler was not concealed. and that 
it was the duty of the Inspector to examine it 
without notification.

CURRENT FOREZIGN TOPICS. 

Sr. Pererssoure, Sept. 21.—The estimat- 
ed expenses of the Russian Army for 1884 are 
7,000,000 rubles in excess of those for 1883.

Lonpon, Sept. 21.—A dispatch to a local 
news agency from Belgrade says the Servian 
Ministry has resigned, and that King Milan 
will return forthwith. 

Mr. Gladstone landed at Gravesend yester- 
day, and was received by a large gathering of 
his supporters, including many prominent 
members of the Liberal party, who presented 
him with an address. He was heartily cheered 
on disembarking, and proceeded to London. 
The Fall hall Gazette says it is authorized to 
declare that the visit of Mr. Gladstone to Co- 
penhagen has no political significance. 

It is stated that O’Donnell has expressed his 
disgust at the fact that there have been no 
steps taken in Ireland to procure funds for his 
defense. He is reported as saying, bitterly: 
**It is like them Dublin Irishmen.’’ He said 
also thatif necessary £20,000 could be collected 
within a week to save the life of a man who 
committed the most popular murder since the 
shooting of Constable Talbot. 

At the session of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science to-day Canadian 
affairs were discussed. Some of the members 
argued that, despite the protective laws of 
Canada, the imports from Great Britain had 
increased, while the imports from the United 
States had remained stationary. Sir Charles 
Tupper contended that protection was forced 
upon Canada by the fiscal measures of the 
United States. 

The new Guien Line steamer Oregon made 
a trial trip to-day, during which she attained 
a speed of 20 knotsan hour. At a luncheon, 
which was given in the afternoon after the 
cruise, Mr. Pearce, the manager for John 
Elder & Co., who built the Oregon, said he 
should never consider his work accomplished 
until be had built ships able to cross the At- 
lantic in five days. 

MaDRID, Sept. 21.—The Correspondencia, a 
semi-official journal, emphatically denies that 
King Alfonso’s visit to Germany is connected 
with adesire of Spain to form an alliance with 
Germany. The policy of the Government, the 
Correspondencia says, is to maintain triend- 
ship with all nations and develop liberal insti- 
tutions at home.

THE REVOLT OF THE CROATIANS. 

Acram, Sept. 21.—Six hundred peasants 
from Gradecz and Bellovar assembled at Far- 
kaswincz yesterday, armed with muskets, 
axes, and cudgels, shouting: ‘‘We won't be- 
long to Hungary !” A small body of military 
attempted to disperss the mob, but were re- 
sisted and compelled to withdraw. Reinforce- 
ments arrived at midnight, which were re- 
ceived with a volley of stones and shots from 
the rioters, The troops returned tne fire, kill- 
ing 10 and wounding many of the mob. Of 
the military 2 soldiers were wounded.

THE EXPLORERS OF GREENLAND’S 
ICY MOUNTAINS. 

THE 8UCCESS OF THE EXPEDITION ASSURED 
AND THE PARTY ON ITS RETURN TO 
SWEDEN. 

Copennacen, Sept. 21.—Advices from 
Prof. Nordenskjold’s expedition to Greenland 
have been received via Thurso, Scotland. 
They state that the expedition started from 
Autileiksivick on Sept. 4, and reached a dis- 
tance of 360 kilométres inland, attaining a 
height of 7,000 feet above the level of the sea. 
This is the first time that human beings have 


penetrated so far into Greenland. The whole 
region is an ice desert, ors, that there is no 
open water inland. ery valuable scientific 
data have been obtained., Along the north- 
west coast a cold stream flows, which induces 
avery low temperature; but on the eastern 
shore the weather is not so severe, and that 
coast is accessible to steamers in Autumn. 
The expedition will return via Reikiavik. 





PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 21.—The Danish brig 
Thira arrived at this port last night bringing news 
from Baron Nordenskjold, the Swedish explerer, 
who sailed from the port of Ivigtat, Greenland, at 
midday July 23, 1888, with his ship, the Sofia, 
pointed for Disco, on the west coast of Greenland. 

Capt. Bohn, who is a short, thiok-set. weather- 
beaten, phiegmatic looking Dane, was found to- 
day at the Custom-honse, where he was transact- 
ing some business relating to his ship. He 
readily consented to tell what he knew of the 
explorer. “Ivigtut,”’ said the Captain, ‘is the 
northenmost coaling station on the Greenland 


coast, and it is a dreary place, intenseiy cold. The 
ice almost perennially forms an impassable barrier 
to this harbor. Ihe houses are few.the people poor, 
and the place is rarely visited by people from the 
South. The Thire arrived at Iviglut early io July and 
finding an open sea, dropped anchor in the harbor. 
On July 18 a sail was sighted to the south-west. It 
proved to be the Sofia, with Mordenskjold. I had 
a long interview with Baron Mordenskiold, after he 


made the harbor, and he freely commiuni- 
cated to me the plan of operations he 
intended to pursue to aceomplish the ob- 


ject of the expedition. The Baron was entirely 
unacquainted with Ivieut, and my knowledge of 
the place brought us frequently together during 
tbe four or five days of the Safla’s stay there. I 
found Baron Nordenskjold to be a most remark- 
able man and very enthustastic over the prospects 
of success. At Ivigut he made the first prepar- 
ations for what he said was to be the crowning 
achievement of his exploration, the solving of the 
Inystery surrounding the inland topography of 
Greenland. It was almost for this obiect alone that 
the Nordenskiold expedition was fitted out. 

* The Sofia left Gottenberg, May 23, and reached 
Reikavik. on the coast of Iceland, about June 6. 
From Reikavik she sailed for Julianshoab, astation 
onthe West Coast of Greenland, over 100 miles 
north-west of Cape Farewell. arriving at that place 
June 17. She had alarge crew and was supplied with 
every appliance that could facilitate the work of 
exploration. Careful sea soundings were taken 
wherever practicable aronnd Ivigtut, and on July 
23, after coallng and revictualing, the Sofia weighed 
anchor and bore away tothe north. The plan of 
the expedition, as explained to me by Baron Nor- 
denskjold. was to profit by the short Summer, and 
by following the open water reach Disco before the 
ice should close in. Disco is not, as some suppose, 
an inhabited town, but simply a bleak point on the 
extreme western coast, furming a slicht natural 
harbor. Having reached Disco, the Sofia was to be 
avandoned hy the exploring party proper, and a de- 
termined effort was to be made to penetrate inland, 
Sledges aud dogs had been procured from the 
coast of Iceland. Fur clothing and provisions 
were supplied in abundance, and the explorer was 
eancuine that, with the aid of a party of Esquimaux 
he had secured, the country con!d be explored 
hundreds of miles inland with gratifying results. 
Meanwhile, the Sofia was to cruise along the coast 
in charge of Capt. Neilson, taking soundings and 
in case of atoo longtime elapsing without word 
from the explorers, was to send arelief party 
with sledges and provisions, Finally, if both par- 
ties were lost, the Sofia was to return south for 
assistance. 

The importance of thia expedition can be under- 
stood when itis remembered that notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the polar seas have been explored 
for many !eagues beyond Disco the topography of 
Greenland is almost unknown, and even the share 
of the island to some extentis only conjecture. 
The extreme coast of Greenland and a little of the 
southermost portion have alone been explored.

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FALLING BACK ON LEWIS. 


DETECTIVES IN THE AMBLER CASE WITHOUT 
FAITH IN THE SLOOP THEORY. 

New-Haven, Sept. 21.—Coroner Holt will 
resume his investigation into the Rose Ambler 
murder at 10 o'clock to-morrow morning in Strat- 
ford. William Lewis, Rose’s lover, tries to appear 
indifferent, but his future liberty, and perhaps his 
life, depends upon the testimony of one man, who 
will appear before the jury to-morrow. That man 
is Dr. Moses C. White, the expert in microscopy 
to whom have been sent for examination, to deter- 
mine the nature of certain spots found upon them, 
Lewis's lap robe, several of the garments worn by 
him on the night of the murder, a board from the 
floor of his carriage-house, and a section of the 
carpet which covered the bottom of his buggy. 
All of those things bear stains which the de- 
tectives and the Coroner think are buman 


bleod. If Dr. White agrees with them, 
Lewis will at once be arrested. If Dr. White dis- 
agrees with them itis probable that all further 
pursuit of Lewis will be abandoned, and unless 
new facts are brought out the detectives will be 
ordered to cease work. f 

Tho alibi upon which Lewis mainly relies not 
only fails to cover the time at which the murder is 
thought to have been done, but owes what little 
strength it has to the word of those who have the 
deepest interest in Lewis's welfare, and who would 
naturally do allin their power to shield him even 
if they knew of his guilt. 

Whether Lewls had a motive for the crime is an 
open question, but the prevailing opinion is thar 
he was tired of Rose’s society, and murdered her 
in order to avoid marrying her and yet not render 
himself liable to a suit for damages for breach of 
promise. It hardly seems likely tnat it was a pre- 
meditated murder, and to admit that the deed was 
done suddenly during a passing quarrel destroys 
in agreat measure the premeditation with which 
it isurged Lewis may have committed the murder. 
The majority of tne people, however, have not 
taken those things into consideration. To the 
fairness of State Attorney Fessenden and Coroner 
Holt Lewis owes bis present immunity. 

The mysterieus yacht which is said to have 

brought to Stratford the man who murdered Koso 
Ambler has been traced to a Long Island port. The 
detectives and State Attorney Fessenden, after in- 
vestigating the story, say flatly that it is a weak 
and silly sensation. The detective who followed 
the boat will say nothing of what he has learned, 
but Mr. Fessenden says his report knocks the bot- 
tom out of the theory that has been loaded upon 
this sloop. The suspicion against the sloop’s sxip- 
per seems to have its origin in the fact that after 
he came into the harbor he sailed away. 
_ At the inquest to-morrow, besides Dr. White, 
Lewis, and several members of his family, Capt. 
Clark and his wife, (Rose’s parents.) Norman Am- 
bler, and numerous persons from Birmingham and 
Derby are expected to testify. A verdict is looked 
for by next Monday night. 

A story placing Lewis and Rose Ambler in a de- 
= unenviable light, from Coroner Holt’s lips, 
is made public to-night. It occurred during the 
first day of the private hearing before the Coro- 
ner’s jary. The Coroner knew of a certain tran- 
saction in whieh Lewis was concerned, and asked 
him this question: 

**Did you last year go to ride with Mrs. Rose 
Clark Ambler, now deceased, while she was still 
the iawfal wedded wife of Norman Ambler, and, 
during that ride, were you so drunk that in fooling 
around on the ground subsequently you lost her 
and could not find her, and drove away from the 
spot, leaving her to walk home alone?” 

To the great surprise of all present, the fellow 
replied, after some hesitation, ‘* Yes, Sir; I beileve 
I was connected with that little affair.” 

Among other letters received by Coroner Holt, 
one came today from Terryville, Conn., urging 
him to take up Rose Amoler’s body and photo- 
graph her eyes. The features of her murderer, the 
writer asserted, would thus be obtained, as, being 
the last object she saw, they would be retained in 
her eyes. 
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THE LATE REV. DR. KNOX. 





A LARGELY ATTENDED FUNERAL AT EKNOX- 
BORO—SsKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

Kwnoxporo, N. Y., Sept. 21.—The funeral 
services of the late Rev. Dr. W. E. Knox were held 
in this village, the home of the Knox family, to- 
day. There was a large attandance from all parts 
of the State. Dr. Knox was Pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church in Elmira, N. Y., a Trustee of 
the college there, and a Trustee also of Hamilton 
College. A number of the members of his chureh 
were present, as well as a committee from the 
Presbytery to which he was attached, and repre- 
sentatives of the several bodiesto which he be- 
longed. 

Dr. Knox would have been 63 years of age had 
he lived until Oct. 20. He was born in this village, 
his father being the late Hon. John J. Knox, who 
for nearly half a century was an active Trastee 
of Hamilton College. Dr. Knox was graduated 
at that institution, and completed his ministerial 


studies at the Auburn Theological Seminary. He 
had aechureh fora brief period at Watertown, ia 
this State; was for 22 years Pastor of the Presby- 
terlan church in Rome, N. Y., and in 1869 accepted 
a call to the First Church in Elmira, where he re- 
mained until the time of hisdeath. He had been 
suffering with an affection of the turoat and lungs 
for four or five years, but kept at his pastoral 
work until last year, since which time be preached 
at intervals until June. He occupied his pulpit on 
the last Sunday of June, a day or two before he 
went to Blue Mountain Lake, in the Adirondacks, 
where he died on Monday afternoon.

A PANIC IN A PRISON 


ONZE HUNDRED OF THE CONVICTS 
POISONED. 

CORNED LAMB TOO MUCH FOR THE INMATES 
OF WETHERSFIELD PRISON, INCLUDING 
PHILANTHROPIST LOCKWOOD. 

Nrw-HaveEn, Sept. 21.—One hundred con- 
victs in the State prison at Wether#feld were pol- 
soned last night in some mysterious way, and fora 
time the officials feared that the jail was about to 
be converted into a well-filled morgue. It was 
about 2 o’cloek in the afternoon when a prisoner 
engaged in shoe shop No. 5 complained to the over- 
seer that he was sick at his stomach and would 
like to be relieved from work. WetlHersfield 


prisoners are always direly afflicted when they 
want a holiday, and the overseer, thinking that the 
man was shamming, ordered him back to his work. 
Subsequently be complained again, and this time 
there was no mistaking the trath of his statements. 
His face was pale, his teeth chatte and big beads 
of perspiration chased each other down his face. 
The overseer ordered him to goto hiscell. He 
had not walked a dozen steps along the corridor 
when he sank to the fioor and began to vomit rio- 
leutly. He complained of severecramps im the 
stomach, and Jater on was affected with diz- 
ziness and purging. Before he had been in 
his cell five minutes, another prisoner 
was attacked in the same way, an 
then another and ancther, until at the ena of hal 
an hour 16 men were on the sick list, and the num- 
ber was increasing with frightful rapidity. The 
jail officials beeame alarmed. Noone knew what 
the matter was. Warden Sargent was sent for, 
and he in turn dispatched a messenger for Dr. 
Warner, the prison physician. Fifty men were 
sick when the doctor arrived. He found un- 
mistakable evidence that the men had been 
poisoned. The complaints continued to pour in. 
At 5 o’clock 65 men were under treatment, and at 
10 o'clock the number had increased to 100. Dr, 
Warner end the prison assistants worked until 
10:39 administering opiates and using raw eggs to 
counteract the poison. Some of the cases yielded 
readily to treatment, and the men were relieved 
of pain and purging, but other cases were very ob- 
stinate, and the men were unable to remain quiet 
in their cells, wandering restlessly up and down 
the corridors. 

As soon as they could get a chance the prison 
officials began to look around for the cause of the 
trouble, and finally came to the conclusion that it 
was some corned lamb which the men had eaten 
for dinner. ‘It was unusually nice,” said Warden 
Sargent this afternoon, ‘‘and they ate heartily of 
it.” They had beside this only bread,’ 
potatoes, and water. No barreled corned meat 
is bought in bulk for the prison; it 
is bought in this city and taken down 
as it is ordered. An extra supply of lamb, left 
over from what had been bought for race week, 
was corned, and a supply of it was ordered for 
the prison. This wae the first lot cooked from that 
batch. In the kitchen all the men ate freely of the 
meat, and yet only one was taken sick. The 
man who ate the heartiest of all, a Dutch- 
mean, -was not affected in the least.; 
The women prisoners were served with a 
supply of the same meat, but the matron says that 
they did not eat much of it, saving it for supper 
to have it cold. As matters turned ont, they didn't 
have a chance to eat it atall. Dr. Warner thoughts 
the symptoms were those of zinc or copper poison- 
ing, aud that it might have been something in the 
brine. The Warden visited the dealer from whom it 
was purchased. He said that he corned ail his 
meats in galvanized iron tanks, and had heard of 
no complaints from other customers who had 
bonghbt from thé rest of the stock corned at the 
same time. Dr. Warner was at the prison 
this afternoon to examine a piece of the lamb that 
was set aside for the purpose, and itis likely that 
Prof. Kali, the State chemist, will also be asked to 
make an analysis. 

This morning some of the men were better and 
able to resume work, but the shops were ranning 
very short handed this afternoon. The sick ones 
who remained in their cells could not eat any 
breakfast, but later on they were given some tea 
and crackers. During the daysome of the men 
who had gone to workinthe morning were com- 
pelled to return to thelr eells. The four 
who were taken to the hospital were able to 
sit up and all are likely to recover in a few days. 
Isaac H. Lockwood, the Stepney Station genius, 
whose scheme to distribute among needy 
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most sevére sufferers, a he 
feared that his last hour had come, and 
he begged piteousiy to allowed to 


send parting messages to half a dezen sweethearts 
in Danbury, who, he said, would soon follow him 
to the grave. “They contributed the money to de~ 
fend their own Isaac,” he bilub . “and their 
hearts will break to learn that he died in this in- 
ternal hole.” Isaac fs to-day a melancholy objec 
as he sits in his cell with a towel about his hea 
and a woe-begone look on his face, that almost 
transforms him.

A PLANING MILL BURNED. 
THE LOSSES ESTIMATED AT FIFTY-SEVEN 
THOUSAND DOLLARS, 

The planing mill of Robert Ellis, at Forty- 
first-street and Second-avernue, was destroyed by 
fire yesterday, together with much valuable 
lumber stored in and about the premises. The 
mill was a one-story trick and frame structure, 
tn the centre of the block bounded by the East 
River, Forty-first and Forty-second streets, and the 
tenements on the east side of First-avenue between 
those streets. It was surrounded by a jarge stock 
of lamber, chiefly pine boards. There were 20 men 
et work in the mill when, at 7:45 A. M.,a lot of 
rubbish piled near the boilers took fire. In a mo. 
ment tbe flames swept through the shed In which 
the boiler was situated and into the main 


building. The men at work there had barely time 
to escape with thetr lives, and left their 
outer clothing bebind them. The wind was 
blowing from the north-east, and carried 
the apm whirling to the north-east cor- 
ner © First-ayenue and_ Forty-first-street. 
When the fire engines arrived the mill was all 
ablaze, and the fames had communicated with the 
Jumber surrounding it. The burning piles 
sent out an intense heat and stifling smoke, 
and the firemen had a hard battle with the flames 
before they could be checked. In an bour the fire 
was effectually under control, but it was noon be- 
fore the engines were withdrawn. 

A large force of firemen was kept busy for hours 
overbauling the st of half-purned wood. It 
was feared that the flames would reach the large 
stables of Garrett L. Schuyler, which are situated 
near Forty-first-street and First-arenue, but the 
firemen checked their progress before the stable 
was reeched. The fire created great excitement 
in the neighborhood. The slaughter-houses along 
the river-front were abandoned, and the employes 
flocked to the scene anxious to be of service. The 

, roofs of the adjoininc tenement-houses were loaded 
down with spectators. and the rocks above the 
Forty-second-street tunnel were biack with people. 

After the fire had been extinguished a survey of 
the ground showed that the flames had destroved 
the milland its contents, and hed burned a larce 
quantity of iumber in the middleof the yard, The 
loss of Robert Ellis is estimated at $17,000, and his 
Insurance iz but $8,000. Garrett L. Sehuyler, lum- 
ber-dealer, bad $90,000 worth of lumber stacked in 

be yard. His lossis estimated at $85,000, and he 
has an insurance of 000. Hamilton & Henry, 
tarpeaters, bed $2,000 worth of lumber destroyed. 
Wilson & Adams had $1,300 worth of lumber in 
the mill, which was destroyed. It was insured for 
“A Joseph W. perros had $500 worth of lum- 
t burned up in the mill, and $1,200 worth belong- 
ng to John Molloy was also destroyed. The total 
oss is $57,000. During the fire a dense volume of 
ligh.-volored smoke rose from the burning jumber 
and was driven in a westerly direction so that it 
rendered the neighborhood of Broadway as far 
down as Twentieth-street quite uncomfortable.

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MR. THOMPSON'S TONGUE TIED.

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‘A FORGER HELD FOR TRIAL, 
HOW ALBERT 8TRITTMATTER OBTAINED 
MONEY ON FORGED ItNDORSEMENTS. 

Albert Strittmatter, who purloined checks 
while employed as invoice clerk by Theodore Herr- 
mann, a merchant, of No. 98 Pearl-street, was a 
prisoner yesterday in Jefferson Market Police 
Court, Onthe 23d of April Mr. Herrmann sent 
Tarrant & Co. a check for $154 44, to pay a bill. 
Subsequently the check was reported lost, and on 
the 29th of May a duplicate check was drawn. 


Strittmatter was discharged by Mr. Herrmann 
on the Gth ult. On the 6th inst. he went 
to F. H. Folser, a grocer, at No, 118 
West Sixteenth-street, and produced the origina! 
check drawn on the German-American ank 
in favor of Varrant & Co. He had forged 
thelr indorsement and had altered the date trom 
April 28 to Aug, 28. Foiser cashed the check for 
him on the 15th inst. Strittmatter induced Schachtel 
Brothers, butchers, of No. 101 Seventh-avenue, to 
cash a check drawn by Mr. Herrmann in favor 
ot A. H. Hildick on the German-American Bank fer 
$9: 21 and dated Sept. 7, 1833. This was stolen by 
some one while Strittmatter was in Mr. Herrmann's 
employ—the original date was July 29—and a du- 
plicate check was given to Hildrick by Mr. Herr- 
mann. Strittmatter forged Hildriek's indorse- 
ment to the check and altered the date from July 
20 to Sept. 7. Compluints were made against 
Strittmatter by Folser and Schachte! Brothers, and 
Justice Gardner committed him for trial on two 
charges of forgery. 

Stritumatter was a witness in the Gutermuth 
murder case. He was born in Mexico 26 years ago, 
and his parents were German. He camo to Amer- 
ica two years ago and entered Mr. Herrmann’s ser- 
vice in May, 1882. He has a wife and two children 
at No. 119 West Sixteenth-street. Five weeks ago, 
us Albert Eberhardt, he married a younz actrees 
in Baltimore, and she has begun divorce pro-

THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT DE- 
CLARED 70 BE UNFAIR. 

THE ACCUSED OFFICER COMPLAINS THAT 


JUSTICK HAS NOT BEEN DONE nim— | 


THE REPORT SHARPLY CRITICISED. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 2!.—Supervising Archi- 
tect Hill has acdressed a long letter to Secretary 
Folger in defense of his administration and ia 
answer to some of the findings of the investicat- 
ing commission just submitted. He thinks the 
eommittee reached conclusions which neither the 
law nor the evidence justify, have made grave 
mistakes in the application of the evidence, 
have failed to appreciate the value of 


certain testimony, and, in their interpretation of 
the law relating to advertising, bave given a con- 
struction to It in accordance neither with its letter 
nor its spirit. He protests against the errors so far 
as tbey contributed to conclusions unfavorable to 
his administration. While the presumption may 
be in favor of the committee, that they have 
rendered an nonest and impartial judgment. 
be says: “I shall ocertainiy not yield 
the strong presumption in my own favor that in 
the technical affairs of my office my own trained 
and professional judgment js better than theirs." 
He then indicates the conciusions he regards as 
wrong, directing attention to the scandalous state- 
ments made in the House by Mr. Siurch, and to 
the fact that he was charged with nearly 
every offense known to the law, confronted 
with vague and indefinite specifications and 
tried by a court whose machinery was rude. He 
appegls to the judgment of Secretary Folcer 
whether it was probable that justice would be 
done to an accused person laboring under such 
disadvantages. Mr. Hill sayshe cawe out of the 
defense with sueh a sense of disgust at the per- 
sonal hardship which he was compelled to suffer 
through more than two months of unbroken and 
uninterrupted fpsult as to be reasonably indifferent 
as to what the results of such a disorderiy aad ir- 
recular proceeding micht be. 

Taking up the charges relating to the stone con- 
tructs, the invesitgation of which occupied the 
larger share of the attention of the committee, be 
characterizes the finding as consistent with the 
evidence, but remarks that the committee make 
no allusion to the fact that the chief witness in this 
branch of the case and the originator of the inves- 
tigation admitted, under oath, bis own peculations, 
and was shown in the records to have been gullty 
of thevery frauds of which he was complaining. 
He then refere to the finding of official favoritism, 
in reply to which he maintains tbat there has been 
compliance with the spirit of the law, and gives 
reasons in every instance to show that, in his opia- 
ion, the interests of the Government were studied. 
At length he replies to the finding that the appoint- 
ment of Newton as Inspector of Materials 
for Heating Apparatus in Chicago was to 
favor artiett, Hayward & OCo., deny- 
ing it and exoressing the opinion that the 
findings of the ccmmittee are contradicted 
in waterial polnts, Mr. Hill takes up the clause of 
the report which asserts that “such offieial favor- 
itism Is so mavifest inthe conduct of the Super- 
visine Architect's office as to give some color of 
truth to a statement made by air. Coleman in his 
argument, that everything that coes to make up a 
building Mr. Hill has some one person orsome one 
firm with whom he deals, to the exclusion of every- 
hody else,” and replies to !t sharply, tnat it is an 
insinuetion which should have no place in the re- 
port; that the statement js elther true or false, and 
that the committee was appointed to find out the 
fact; that they gvonclude that in two cases fa- 
voritism was shown, hardly justifies, in Mr. 
Hill's opinion, the deliberate assertion that 
this gives the color of truth to Mr, Cole- 
man's statement, and he pronounces it 
false and without justification. If it be true, the 
committee have neclected their duty in not ascer- 
taining the fact. As to the recommendations: of 
the committee about « reorginization of the offiee, 
the Supervising Architect says he has given the 
subject much attention, but has discovered no 
plan without a serious defect. Long experience in 
the office may havo led him to appreciate undulv 
the difficulties. The committee {s fortunately pot 
handicapped by any such disadvantages,

It is probable that the great comet that 
made the year 1882 memorable in cometic annals 
may become visible again toward the end of the 
month in the morning sky when the moon is out of 
the way. Butthe most powerful telescopes will 
be required to bring the departing stranger to 
view, and the chief interest connected with its re- 
appearance will be asa test forthe power of the 
telescope.

The father is and has been in our employ for 
over two years past, and the boy also worked 
for us oefore his arrest as driver of a deliver 
wagon, and was always faithful and honest.’ His 
conduct in the Reformatory has been goed. It iz rep- 
resented to me that the erief of his mother caused by 
nis imprisonment has greatly affected her, both in 
mind and body, lam thoroug y eogvinaes that the 
public good will not suffer by the discharge of this 
prisoner, and that his welfare will be promoted py 
his return to his pareuts and his former employment, 
This leads mo to grant the pardon prayed for.” 


TO CRUSH SMALL MAN UFACTURERES. 
CuicaGo, Sept. 21.—Dispatehes from Mil- 
waukee recently stated that the Diamond Match 
Company, a very large conoern, had reduced the 
wholesale price of matches more than 80 per cent. 


The conclusion drawn from this action was that 
the match combination of the country was broken, 
An investigation by a reporter, however, gives the 
reduction a different meaning, Previous to July 
1, when the stamp tax was removed from 
matches, the whoiesale rice per case of 
three-gross boxes was 10. At 1 cent 
per box the stamps on each case amounted 
to $4 82, but as the manufacturers were allowed 10 
per cent. off. the actual cost was $3 89, whieh gave 
tbe manufacturers, exclusive of stamps, $4 21 per 
case. When the tax was taken off the wholesale 
price was made $5 58, or an added profit to the 
manufacturers of $1 22 per case. The result of this 
increased profit was the establishment of a large 
number of small manufactories outside of the com- 
bination. and it is asserted that the present reduo- 
tion to $2 50 and $2 55 per case is for the purpose 
of crushing them out of existence.

**Boss’’ MANNING, having made sure of 
sontinued control of the Democratic State 
Vommittee, appears to take only a minor 
interest in the ticket to be nominated at Buf- 
falo. He does, however, object to having 
PURCELL at the head of the ticket as a Tam- 
many sympathizer, and the ‘‘old ticket’’ 
idea has lost ground in all quarters. It is 
evident that a slate is being quietly made up, 
and Manwnine’s lack of interest in the arrange- 
ment of names is probably only apparent. 
The Albany ‘‘ boss’’ seems to take a pecul- 
jar interest in legislative nominatious, and 
ais henchmen have peculiar ways of secur- 
@g them for him. It will be well out in 
Syracuse to put the efficacy of the new pri- 
mary election law toa practical test by en- 
forcing the penalties for the various misde- 
aceanors committed in securing Manning 
felegates to the Assembly District Conven- 
Sons. 

Mr Huu, the Supervising Architect, re- 
sents ‘the report of the investigating com- 
mittee:in his case, as was indeed to be ex- 
pected. Although.no imputation was made 
upon his integrity, he was accused of “‘fa- 
voritism,’’ and this word has an uglier sound 
to those unfamiliar with the practical admin- 
istration of public works than to those fa- 
miliar with it. There are contractors whom 
avery architect in charge of private work is 
anxious to avoid, because he knows that 
hey will bid low in order to make 
their profits in scamping their work, 
anless he devotes his whole time aud atten- 
Zion to watching them and quarreling 
‘with them. In public work an architect or 
4n engineer who is really anxious for the in- 
terests of the Government, in addition to 
baving a preference fora quiet life on his own 

account, will naturally take all the precau- 
tions against bidders of this kind which his 
situation allows. The charge that a con- 
tract is not given to the lowest bidder, 
which was often repeated as an indication 
of fraud in the construction of the Brook- 
lyn bridge, does not necessarily indicate 
anything unfavorable to the person who has 
the letting of the contract. ‘‘ Cheap Jacks’’ 

abound in all trades, and it is the aim of a 

man who means to have good work to steer 

clear of them. In Mr. Hixu’s case, too, 
-the charges were brought and pushed by 
‘Mz. Munon. 9 chery demagogue of the Hol- 


man type, avowedly in order to secure not 
a cheaper but a dearer mode of constructing 
the public buildings, so as to endear Mr. 
Moncz to the stone-cutters. But Mr. Hiri 
must own that the investigation disclosed 
serious faults in the system of his office, 
which it seems that his ‘‘long experience’’ 
ought to suggest to him some way of amend- 
ing. 


The Postmaster-General continues his war 
against the Louisiana Lottery Company by 
directing all Postmasters to plainly write or 
stamp the word “‘ fraudulent’’ upon each of 
the registered letters intended for Dauprtn, 
which they are to return to the deluded per- 
sons who mailed them. Evidently Judge 
GnesHam has determined to use all the power 
of his office in an attempt to protect the 
people from these robbers, and even the vio- 
lent indignation of the Washington Fost, 
which, apparently in behalf of ‘‘ thousands 
of good families’’ to whom the lottery com- 
pany is very dear, vigorously belabors him 
and describes him as ‘‘ the little Indiana god 
in a toga,”’ will not be able to drive him 
from the field. 


The record of the court-martial in the 
case of Lieut. 8. C. Roserrson has been 
received in Washington, and it is said tuat 
the defendant has been found guilty and 
sentenced to be dismissed. The friends 
of Lieut. Roperrson have asserted that 
he did not intend to collect money 
upon duplicate pay accounts, although 
he did receive it, but the court 
seems to have found fraudulent intent. 
Nothing but the rigid enforcement of the 
regulations and the findings of courts can 
purge the army and the navy of those who 
are guilty of frauds of this kind, and if 
Lieut. Rospertson’s guilt has been clearly 
shown the best interests of the service de- 
mand that the Secretary’s approval of the 
court’s verdict shali not be withheld. 

If this City escapes a disastrous conflagra- 
tion until the new aqueduct brings an abun- 


dant supply of water it will be by rare good 


fortune. Chief Bares, of the Fire Depart- 
ment, yesterday illustrated the danger by 
showing that in a district full of inflam- 
mable furniture factories water will not flow 
from the hydrants on the street level during 
the day. By the way, what has become of 
that promising Ramapo project? 


O’DonnNELL is reported to have expressed 
considerable disgust with the failure of his 
countrymen to subscribe liberally for his de- 
fense. He is of opinion that there ought to 
be no difficulty in collecting £20,000 within 
a week ‘‘to save the life of a man who has 
committed the most popular murder since 
the shooting of Constable TaLBor.’’ The 
trouble seems to be that the leading men do 
not take hold of the matter in the right 
spirit. But if elephantiasis of the thigh had 
not affected O’DonNELL’s fine mind he 
would see that he was involving himself in 
inconsistencies. 1f he has committed even 
a ‘‘ popular murder’ he has committed 
a murder, and not a homicide in self-defense. 
If he killed Carey in self-defense, the act 
was not wiilful or deliberate, and since he is 
not responsible for it, he cannot properly 
take credit for it any more thanif he bad 
fallen on CaReEy’s head from a third-floor 
window. He will find it difficult to com- 
bine his three theories of ‘‘ popular murder,” 
self-defense, and insanity arising from ele- 
phantiasis of the thigh going to his 
head. He ought to elect between these di- 
vergent lines of defense, and to stick to the 
one which after deliberation he may decide 
to be most ‘‘ popular.”’ 


LOOK OUT FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 


It isa long time since the people of the 
State of New-York have had occasion to re- 
joice when the Legislature came together 
and to grieve when it dispersed. Rarely 
have they felt any degree of satisfac- 
tion with its work. The law-makers of the 
State as a body have, in fact, held a 
low place in public esteem. With each re- 
curring political canvass an effort should be 
made to raise the standard of ability and 
character in the Legislature. This depends 
primarily on the people themselves. 

This year the entire membership of the 
Senate and Assembly is to be renewed, and 
already the work of nominating candidates 
bas begun. Thus far there is little indica- 
tion of improvement in their character. The 
politicians will, as usual, endeavor to make 
the nominations in accordance with the 
various ‘‘claims’’ of party workers and 
with little reference to the _legisla- 
tive ability of the claimants. Voters 
who are dissatisfied with this mode 
of selecting candidates should strive tomake 
their influence felt wherever the opportunity 
is given. There is in the work of the Legis- 
lature very little that ought to have a purely 
party significance, and it is much more im- 
portant that honest and capable men should 
be chosen than that any party should have 
control. It is true that in 1885 a United 
States Senator is to be elected and that the 
Senate to he chosen this Fall will take part 
in the election, but this fact should deter no 
man from doing his utmost to defeat un- 
worthy candidates. 

The voters have too little part in making 
nominations, and they take less than they 
might, but they are all-powerful at the elec- 
tion, and they should have it distinctly un- 
derstood that they will not support unfit 
candidates by whomsoever nominated. The 
practice of independent voting can find no 
better scope than in the selection of legisla- 
tors, and nothing is more potent in these 
times to compel good nominations than the 
understanding that bad ones will not be sup- 
ported. The insolence of the machine can 
be best checked by independence in voting, 
but the first effort should be made in the 
nominating conventions, lest there be a pre- 
sumption of apathy and indifference. To 
the choice of law-makers no man with a 
vote should feel indifferent. 

The cause of reform in the Municipal ad- 
ministration of this City has been repeatedly 
defeated by the failure of its Senators and 
Assemblymen to represent the wishes of the 
people. It is given out that a citizens’ 
movement is to be organized here which 
will be specially directed] to securing a 
respectable Board of Aldermen. It is 
a consummation devoutly to be wished 
so long as the Board of Alder- 
men has the power to obstruct every effort 
to secure the appointment of good men to 
afidinistrative positions, but let it not be 
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forgotten that it should have no such power. 
Real and lasting reform in the City Govern- 
ment depends on the action of the Legisla- 
ture, which in respect to this matter could 
be largely directed by the delegation 
of the City if it were united. In 
this City especially the selection of le- 
gislators ought not to be neglected, and 
there should be some means of com- 
pelling respect for the demands of the peo- 
ple. Nomination by party machinery dom- 
inated by dickering politicians of whatever 
party ought not to be conclusive of the 
choice of the voters. Where bad nomina- 
tions are made the means should be pro- 
vided for defeating them without contribut- 
ing to the success of others little, if any, 
better. If party organizations can be in- 
duced to nominate good men, well and good; 
but where they fail good candidates should 
be presented for the suffrages of the people 
by other means. 


REFORM IN VHE C11Y SERVICE. 


Mayor Epson has promised the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission of the State to carry out 
reform iu the City service as far as he is 
able. It is an indication of the immense 
progress which reform has made that the 
Mayor should offer such a pledge, that he 
should be clothed by law with suthority to 
make a radical and wide-sweeping change, 
and that the same law should have pro- 
vided “means which, if properly applied, 
will give the people ample opportunity 
to judge of his success) Mr. Epson 
has many reasons for doing all that he is 
pledged to do, and he may be sure that he 
will be effectively supported by public opin- 


| ion in doing it. Some of his acts heretofore 


have raised doubts as to his good faith and 
capacity in such a work. These doubts 
will be frankly put aside, and he will be 
given every chance to fulfill his pledge to 
the utmost. Of that he need have no ques- 
tion. 

But be must expect, and he will doubtless 
invite, the public to hold him to a very strict 
responsibility for the use of the sweeping 
powers conferred by the recently enacted 
law. That Jaw (chapter_354, Laws of 1883, 
section 8,) says: 

“Tae Mayor of each city in this State having a 
population of 50,000 or over. as shown by the last 
census, is authorized to prescribe such regulations 
for the admission of persons into the civil service of 
such city as may best promote the efficiency there- 
of, and ascertain the fitness of candidatesin re- 
spect to character, knowledge, and ability for the 
branch of the service into which they seek to en- 
ter, and for this purpose he may employ suitable 
persons to conduct such inquiries and may pre- 
scribe their duties and establish regulations for the 
conduct of the persons who may receive appoint- 
ments in the said service.” 

From this power are excepted the Police, 
Health, Fire, Educational, and Law Depart- 
ments of the several cities, but the heads of 
these departments are given the same pow- 
ers With reference to them as the Mayor has 
with reference to the remainder of the ser- 
vice, The great body of appointments un- 
der the Mayor personally and the Depart- 
ments of Finance, Docks, Parks, and Pub- 
lic Works are subject to the regulation of 
the Mayor himself under the law. The field 
for reform is wide, and the Mayor’s oppor- 
tunity and duty correspond io it. 

The State commission can and should 
render great aid in this reform, both to the 
Mayor and to the heads of departments. It 
can render still greater aid to the public, for 
it has the power, and it is made its imme- 
diate duty, to ascertain the exact facts on 
which these officials are called upon to act. 
The law (section 15) says: 

**Said commission, when organized, shall imme- 
diately inquire into the methods of appointment, 
removal, terms of service, compensation, and- 
numbers of all clerks, employes, or subordinate 
officers of any nature whatsoever, either of this 
State or of cities or ecountiestherein having a pop- 
ulation exceeding 50,000 inhabitants, who are not, 
by existing laws, appointed by the Governor of the 
State, or by the Mayor of any city, or elected by 
the people; and whether the action of political par- 
ties or the public acts of official servants are inany 
wise affected, andif so, to what degree, by the pres- 
ent methods of such appointments, tenure of office, 
removals, and compensations; and whether the 
publie interest would or would not be advanced by 
prescribing competitive lists or standards of ap 
pointments for any or all of such subordinate pub- 
lic servants, in adaition to those who are herinbe- 
fore included, and if so, the nature and extent of 
such lists or standards; and whether any abuses 
exist in connection with such appointments, ten- 
ures, eompensations, or removals that require re- 
form or that may be abated by legislation or other- 
wise.” 

For the purpose of this thorough investi- 


gation the commission 1s given the right to 
secure the attendance and testimony of 
witnesses by subpoena, and to inspect all 
books, papers, and documents pertinent to 
the investigation. 

The commission is made up of able, ex- 
perienced, and upright men, and its Chief 
Examiner has peculiar fitness for aiding in 
their work. With the investigation which 
they are required to make, the Mayor and 
heads of departments will have «mple 
knowledge on which to act and the people 
ample knowledge by which to judge of their 
acts. The result will be awaited by the 
public with an entire purpose to be just to 
all concerned and a determination that the 
reform shall be carried out. 

PESSIMISTIO OPTIMISM. 

Mr. F. B. TnursBeER, who appeared yes- 
terday before Senator Buiarr’s Institution 
for the Dissomination of Useful Knowledge, 
is considerably too promiscuous in his de- 
nunciations to be trustwortliy as a guide. 
He considered the chief causes of ali the 
evils of society to be ‘‘ land monopoly, cur- 
rency monopoly, transportation monopoly, 
tariff monopoly, combination-in-trade mo- 
nopoly, taxation, intemperance, ignorance, 
and immorality.”” No doubt if we could 
be rid of all these things the world would 
be a much nicer place to live in. 
But some of them have no existence except 
in Mr. Taunrser’s imagination. For in- 
stance, what is a ‘‘currency monopoly ?’’ Is 
there anything to prevent Mr. Taovrser 
from issuing one million one-dollar notes on 
his personal credit, if he can get anybody to 
take them? Is there anything to prevent 
him from starting a new national! bank? 
Nor is there, in strictness of speech, any 
such thing as a tariff monopoly. All 
restriction of competition as, for ex- 
ample, a_ restriction citizens of this 
country, does not amount to the establish- 
ment of monopolies. If it did, the Bes- 
semer steel people, for example, would be 
much better off than they are. Mr. Tuaun- 
BER’s remedies are as heterogeneous as his 
diagnosis. One or two are sensible, others 
are impracticable, others are simply silly. 
Since the Legislatures ate now bribed by the 
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corporations, he would give more power to 
these bribeabie bodies, and ‘‘ punish bribery 
by disfranchisement’’—as it may interest 
Mr. Tuurser to know is already done in 
pursuance of the Constitution of the State 
of New-York. In fact, Mr. Tnurser’s 
whole testimony is pervaded by the fallacy 
that ‘* the public’’ 1s an entity distinct from 
the individuals who compose it—an #ll-wise, 
all-good, and all-powerful aggregation of 
fools and vassals and imbeciles. This in- 
tellectual disability does not necessarily in- 
terfere with the fluency of the patient. It 
only tends to deprive his remarks of any 
practical value.

' EXPERIMENTAL WRECKING. 


While the Railroad Commissioners of 
Connecticut have been spending a great deal 
of time in examining the projects of the 
several companies that have entertained the 
people of that State for the last ten years 
with schemes, more or less visionary, for 
the building of new parallel railways from 
this City to New-Haven or to Boston, the 
peculiar management of the New-York and 
New-England Road seems to have escaped 
their attention. Some years ago the road 
from Hartford to Providence, which was not 
then a part of *‘s great through line,’’ existed 
for the accommodation of the public, and 
its managers endeavored to preserve the Jives 
of theiremployes and patrons. For some 
time past, however, those into whose hands 
the road, with several extensions and con- 
necting lines, has fallen seem to have been en- 
gaged ina series of experiments, their ob- 
ject being to ascertain how many collisions 
and ‘‘smash ups’’ can take place, under the 
most favorable conditions, in a given time 
with a given number of trains upon a given 
length of track. Although a passenger train 
has occasionally been used by those who 
are trying to solve this problem, the ex- 
periments have for the most part been 
made with freight trains, so that the 
greatest sufferers have been the company’s 
workmen, and it is said by the good people 
who dwell along the line that the average 
rate of slaughter is one man per day. These 
good people also say that when a bold young 
man applied at one of the offices of the com- 
pany, some months ago, for employment as 
a brakeman he was told that there was no 
vacancy. ‘But come in again this after- 
noon at three o’clock,’’ said the officer to 
whom application had been made; ‘‘there’ll 
be a vacancy by that time.’ 

These experiments ought to be discon- 
tinued. They may enlighten the able man- 
agers of the road concerning the strength of 
cars and engines under pressure, the pa- 
tience of the people, and the amount of 
smashing and slaughtering that can be done 
in a given time by reckless or stupid 
persons, but they are attended by some 
disadvantages which are most clearly 
seen by the victims and their friends and 
by the unfortunate residents of Connecticut 
who are forced to travel on the line. It may 
be suggested, moreover, that it is difficult to 
establish a popular and prosperous railway 


‘line upon a foundation composed of wild 


and reckless management, contempt for 
public opinion, almost daily collisions, and 
the maimed or lifeless bodies of workmen. 

Perhaps the Railroad Commissioners of 
Connecticut will in the course of time make 
some inquiries about this road, cr about that 
part of it that lies in their jurisdiction. 
They cannot fail to discover that its man- 
agement is disgraceful, as well as dangerous 
to life and property. 


TICKET SPECULATORS. 


With: the opening of each ensuing the- 
atrical season the annual outcry against 
ticket speculators begins. That the public 
has excellent grounds for complaint on this 
score there can be no doubt. That they al- 
ways direct their complaints at those who 
are primarily responsible for the trouble 
does not follow. During the present week, 
at a west side theatre, where large audi- 
ences have been present, there have been 
four speculators at one cntrance, two 
at another, and one at a neighboring corner. 
At another house where music is the reign- 
ing attraction there have been for weeks 
past no less than five ticket speculators. It 
is useless to deny the fact that these men are 
nuisances to the great mass of the public. 
They are impudent beyond endurance and 
press their wares upon each new arrival 
with an audacity and a perseverance that 
would make the proverbial book agent fold 
himself up within one of his own volumes 
for all time. 

it has been said frequently that managers 
can prevent the speculators from selling 
tickets in front of their houses. The gen- 
eral public, however, does not know that our 
emniscient City Fathers, out of the goodness 
of their hearts, have licensed theatrical ticket 
speculators, who have by law the privilege 
of selling their wares up to a distance of 
five feet from the theatre entrance. Any 
theatre manager who interferes with their 
business would immediately be punished. 
The remedy for this nuisance lies primarily 
with the Board of Aldermen. After that it 
resis with managers not only to prevent 
speculators from procuring tickets but to 
keep them away from the neighborhood of 
the theatres. At any distance from a thea- 
tre a speculator’s chances of driving a prof- 
itable trade are small. Let them be kept 


away. 





‘OPEN HER VUT.” 

It is a bad sign when sporting contests are 
adjourne io the newspapers. It betokens bad 
blood and encourages mendacity, and the 
best result that can ensue from it is the fight- 
ing of the contest over again. There is now 
a controversy between Mr. Jay GouLp and 
Mr. Samvur. J. TILDEN as to which of these 
diversely gifted but almost equally eminent 
men controls the faster steam yacht, and 
who is the owner of the _ absolutely 
fastest steam yacht, Mr. GovuLp or 
Mr. Roacn. As a mere tenant of his 
yacht, Mr. ‘l'rupen does not share the 
deep sense of individual responsibility for 
the performance of the boat which animates 
Mr. Govuun’s efforts to have it believed that 
the Aialanta can beat the Yosemite. Still, 
Mr. Titpen is extremely averse to being 
beaten, eight io seven or otherwise, and he 
is no doubi as little reluctant to despoil Mr. 
GouLp as he was to despoil Mr. Crrus W. 
Frevp, being aware that the replenishment 
of his military chest, commonly known as 
his barrel, is a desirable preliminary to that 
condition of antious apathy and indifferent 


solicitude in which he proposes to remain 
closely aloof from the next canvass for the 
Presideacy. 

Mr. Goutp has already put forth semi- 
official statements which, not bearing (or, 
indeed, bulling) directly on the stock mar- 
ket, have been received with some credulity, 
that his boat has upon several occasions 
beaten Mr. Roacn’s boat carrying Mr. Tr- 
DEN and his fortunes. No official reply 
to these has been put forth. Indeed, peo- 
ple do not know where to look for the 
official reply. If it were a controversy 
about trotting horses, now, they might look 
with confidence to the columns of our es- 
teemed contemporary, the Sun, for a full 
statement of the “‘claims’’ of Mr. Rospert 
Bonner. But the question whether the 
Sun would be more likely to appear, when 
the question was of steam yachting, as the 
backer of Mr. Goutp or of Mr. Titpen is 
so dark and intricate that nobody can even 
make a plausible conjecture about it.

There is an old saying that “every boat 
goes fast when she is alone,” which seems to ap- 
ply not only to sailing eraft, but to row-boats when 
propelled by Courtney. Nobody has ever dis- 
puted that Courtnry could row fast when the 
presence of an oarsman of whom he was afraid 
did not interfere with his head, or his stomach, or 
his legs, or his boat. There seems to be no reason 
for distrusting the accuracy of the time in which 
he is reported to have won a wager of $1,000 
on Thursday--three miles in 19:27. The best 
record is 20:14, and considering that three miles is 
a favorite distance for races between professional 
scullers, the cutting down of this record by 47 
seconds is a phenomenal performance, although it 
will not restore to Countnzy, when he comes to a 
race with another oarsman, any of the confidence 
which he has forfeited by the extraordinary series 
of things which have happened to him. Still, the 
question how fast a boat can be pulled three miles 
is, abstractly, of quite as much interest as the 
question whether ons man ean row the distance 
faster than another. 

In England they manage fairs better than 
wedo. Having changed the name of that peculiar 
institution called a fair into a bazaar, at a re- 
cent one held for a hospital the great fea- 
tures were the animals and birds offerea forsale. A 
noble Lady and a Rignt Honorable Madame kept a 
stall with real live animals. The effect of a lady of- 
ferlag to the passer-by in a bazaar a race-horse, with 
his mane and tail done up in pink ribbons, must be 
very taking. Alongside of a pretty Jersey cow, an 
elegant saleswoman, dressed as a dairy-maid, 
might get all the money she wanted for Sukey. 
Among the remarkable lots offered were cashmere 
goats, peacocks of the stock the Earl of Bracons- 
FIELD delighted in, kittens, the progeny of the 
Princess of Waxzs’s favorite puss, with many oth- 
er creatures of aristocratic origin. An American 
bazaar, if organized on this plan, might have its own 
original animals—such as a mustang, a buffalo. or 
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,The Commissioner of Patents recommends 
that the fees to be paid by inventers be rednuoed, 
or, at least, that a new scale of rates be adopted, 
graduated in accordance with the character of the 
invention. A marked reduction has been made in 
Great Britain, and the reports submitted by the 
office In Washington show that the Government 
can afford to be more liberal to patentees. For 
many years the Patent Office has been more 
than self-supporting, the profits last year hav- 
ing been about 40 per cent. of the gross 
receipts, and the accumulated surplus stand- 
ing to the credit of the office is now 
nearly $2,500,000. If the fees are not to be 
reduced, a part of the surplus ought to be ex- 
pended in paying the salaries of the additional 
clerks asked for by the Commissioner, so that the 
rapidly increasing work of the office may be 
promptly and satisfaetorily done. A summary of 
the ehanges which are to go into effect om Jan. 1 
next in Great Britain bas heen prepared by a Wash- 
ington solicitor. The first fee is reduced from £5 
to £1, and the fee for completing the patent 
is to be £3 instead of £20. The first fee 
is*to give provisional protection for one year 
instead of six months, and after completion 
the patent is to run four years instead 
of three years, without further charges.. The 
amount of the later taxes—£50 at the end of four 
years, and £100 at the end of eight years—will not 
be changed. Atleast one of the applicants must 
swear that he is the true and first inventor. Some 
of the new provisions make it more difficult for an 
inventor to get a patent, and will increase the 
number of contests. The Board of Trade may 
compel a patentee to grant licenses on such terms 
as shall be deemed just if he refuses to grant them 


upon reasonable terms. 
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The death has just occurred of a lady very 
notable in England by reason of her family connec- 
tions and surroundings. Vicountess HoummEespaLe 
was the last of her race, being the only surviving 
child of the last Earl Connwaxuis. The first Mar- 
quis—he who surrendered at Yorktown—left but 
one son, who died without having male issue, At 
his death the Marquisate became extinct, and the 
Earldom ultimately devolved on his cousin, who 
had two daughters. Theelder married Mr. Wrxe- 
HAM-MARTIN, On whom by a tortuous course the 
famous seat of the Farrraxes, (resigned by Lord 
Farrrax when he, somewhere about the beginning 
of the Jast century, took up his abode in Virginia,) 
Leeds Castle, in Kent, ultimateiy devolved. The 
younger, Lady Junta, married Lord HoumrEspa.e, 
She was the greatest heiress of her day, having 
over $125,000 a year, and a fine seat. Under her fa- 
ther’s will her property now passes to a young 
cousin, son of Major WrkeH4m-Marrin, who took 
part in the famous Balaklava charge only to die by 
injury in the hunting field. Theold Cornwallis es- 
tates in Suffolk were sold at the death of the sec- 
ond Marquis, and the name bas now ceased to be. 
Itisone of those “facts not generally known” 
that the first Marquis was strongly opposed to the 
American war, and only took part in it because 
(unlike Lord Errrvenam, who resigned his commis- 
sion rather than serve) he thought that a soldier 
was bound to go where bidden, regardless of his 
political views. His dislike to the service was prob- 
ably aggravated by the fact that his wife, to whom 
he was devoted, pined away on account of his ab- 
sence, and thus found an early grave. Profoundly 
bereaved, Lord CorNWALLis, who never remarried, 
threw himself for distraction into active pubilo 
life and died while Viceroy of India.

WILLIAM J. TENNEY. 

Ex-Judge William J. Tenney, jurist and 
journalist, died at his home in Newark last Thurs- 
day. He was bornin Wethersfield. Conn., im 1811. 
His father was a Congregational minister in that 
town, and his mother was Ruth Channing, a cousin 
of the celebrated William Ellery Channing. Ex- 
Judge Tenney was graduated from Yale College in 
1830 and settled in this City. For seme time he 
was ettached to the staffiof the Krening Post. He 
was subsequently connectea with Hunt's Mer- 
chants’ Magazine, and at a later period he en 
the editorial rooms of D. Appleton & Co. where he 
remained for 87 —— He was editor of Ap 
pleten’s Annual clopedia from its inception 
to the time of his death, He was Presid« 
ing Judge of one of the criminal courts of Brook- 
lyn for two terms, and during Buchanan's Admin- 
istration he was Colleetor of the Port at Elizabeth,

that city. and was a member of its Common Coun- 
cil 16 years. He was also prominent in the organ- 
ization of its public school system. He leaves two 
sons and three daughters.

TWO FOOLISH YOUNG MEN. 


A SON OF 8MITH M. WEED AND HIS FRIEND 
LOCKED UP FOR DISORDERLY CONDUCT. 
Mr. R. A. Weed, son of Mr. Smith M. Weed, 

ofl Plattsburg, and Mr. J. J. McKilopp, of No. 213 

West Thirteenth-street, were locked up in the Mer- 

cer-street station-house last night on charges of 

disorderly conduct. Mr. McKillopp, who is 20 

years old, is a clerk in a Broadway clothing store. 

The prisoners and Dr. Little, of Plattsburg, visited 

the Union-Square Theatre last evening, occupyiug 

orchestra chairs. The young men were somewhat 


under the infivence of liquor, Mr. Weed being per- 
haps the most sober of the party. After the sec- 
ond act they went inte the iobby and discussed a 
project to go up town. 

A barefooted street arab under the age at which 
boys can, under che law. be admitted to theatres 
eved Mr. Weed’s pass check. Mr. Weed bad de- 
cided that one at least of the party would not re- 
turn to the theatre, and he gave the boy a check 
and told him to go up stairs, meaning the gallery. 
The boy came back and said that the doorkeepers 
rep him everywhere. Mr. Weed had 
made up bis mind not to return to the 
theatre, but he was determined to have his own 
way about the boy. Going to the ticket-office, he, 
according to his own statement, said, pointing to 
the boy: ‘Give me a ticket fora seat close to me 
for this boy,” and secured and paid for an orches- 
tra chair next to his own. When the boy presented 
this to Doorkeeper Hodes he refused to recognize 
it, on the ground that the boy was a minor and 
could not be admitted underthe law. Mr. Weed 
was indignant, went to the ticket-office and de- 
manded his money on the plea that he showed the 
hoy to the ticket-selier when he hought the ticket. 
The tioket-seller deniea this, and Mr. Weed said 
that he lied or used words to that effect. The 
ticket-taker called in Officer Burke to keep order 
in the lobby. Mr. Weed and his companions, after 
much loud expression of their indignation. went 
to the sidewalk, and the officers say that Messrs. 
Weed and McKillopp used such language that they 
felt warranted in arresting them. 

At the station-house Mr. Weed said he was John 
Doe, and Mr. McKillopp gave his name as Mr. 
J. J. Lewis. Acting Sergeant Clarke, who was at 
the desk. said that both had been drinking and he 
looked them up. Little secured the ser- 
vices of Maurice Untermyer, a lawyer, of 
No. 678 Lexington-avenue, who wanted 
to bail the prisoners, but Acting Sergeant 
Clarke refused, on the ground that a drunken man 
was not bailable, because he was not fit to take 
eare of himself, because no persons were ready 
to take eharge of the prisoner when re- 
leased, and beeause no proper bail, as pre- 
scribed by law, was offered. Mr. Unter- 
myer laid the case before Acting Night 
Ins r Hooker, at Police Head-quarters, and 
Capt. Hooker decided in favor of Clarke. Then 
Mr. Untermyer went back to the Mercer- 
street station-house and took exception to 
Clarke on account of his brevet rank. 
Clarke thereupon roduced full Sergeant 
Dougiar, who _—sr upheld Clarke’s decielon. 
Mr. Untermyer retired, threatening half a dozen 
law suits. Mr. Sheridan Shook said that the young 
men were very disorderly, and that he should see 
that the officers whe made the arrests were prop- 
erly defended.

MRS PAIGE’S THREATENED BOOK. 


THE STORY OF THE OSHKOSH MILLIONAIRE 
AND A BROOKLYN WIDOW REVIVED. 

The dispatch from Milwaukee published in 
yesterday's Times announcing that Mrs. Simon B. 
Paige, of Davenport, Iowa, was about to publish a 
sensational history of her life probably attracted 
more attention in Brooklyn than the book will ob- 
tain anywhere. Mrs. Paige was formerly a resi- 
dent of the city at the other end of the bridge. 
She was best known there as Mrs. Mary E. Fagan. 
An attractive widow of 29, the mother of two chil- 
dren, a girl of about 10 and a boy of 7, she found 


in Brooklyn a host of ardent admirers. She was 
employed in a fashion establishment in this City 
when she made the bold stroke which relieved her 
of admirers and made her Mrs. Simon B. Paige. 
This was about three years ago. Simon B, 
Palge was a miliionaire resident of Oshkosh, Wis., 
and ope of the largest lumber-dealers in the 
North-west. He was a_member of the firm of 
Paige, Dixon & Co. aud Paige Brothers, of Daven- 
port, lowa; ofS. B. & J. A. Paige, of Fond du Lac, 
Wis., and of the Paige-Sexsmith Lumber Company, 
of Superior, Wis. At the time referred to a fire 
Partially destroyed the Beckwith House. Mrs. Paige 
was in the hotel at-the time, and her husband, who 
was a witness of the conflagration, offered a re- 
ward of $5,000 to any one who would rescue his 
wife from the flames which threatened to bura her 
to death. A brave fireman effected her rescue, but 
she was so badly burned and frigitened that she 
died soon afterward. Mr. Paige refused to pay the 
reward,and suit was brought to recover the amount, 
and Mr. Paige had to pay. His defense was thatthe 
fireman had rescued her in the course of his duty 
and was not, therefore, entitled to any reward. 
Before he had refused to pay and when he was 
posing as a hero, Mrs. Fagan wrote to Paige, ask- 
ing him to accept her as a governess for his moth- 
erless children, with whom she expressed the 
greatest sympathy. Mr. Paige had never heard of 
the woman before, but wrote her thanking her for 
her sympathy and informing her that he hud no 
children. This did not baffle her, however, for 
she wrote again. This time she claimed acquuint- 
ance on the grourd that she had met him in Osh- 
kosh 10 years before when she was on her wedding 
trip. She invited him to call on her when he was in 
the City. This led toa correspondence and to his 
visiting her. After he bad visited ber three times 
he became engaged to her. His friends opposed 
and tried to prevent his marriage on the 
ground that the woman’s conduct was that 
of an adventuress. They were married in Brook- 
{yn on the 9th of last January, Mr. Paige informing 
his relatives at the time that if he was disappointed 
in her they would never know it for he would kill 
himself. He was 59 years old, twice as old as she. 
Their married life was not pleasant. On Sunday, 
March 11, two months and two days after 
the marriage. Mrs. Paige returned from 
ehurch to the Davenport Hotel, in Daven- 
port, Iowa, where they were living, and 
found her husband! lying on the bed, dead, 
with a bullet in his brain. Soon after his death the 
various lumber firms with which he had been coa- 
nected failed. Mr. Paize'’s property, estimated at 
several! million doliars, had been wiped out, or dis- 
appeared, and Mrs. Paige accused the relatives 
and partners of her deceased husband of having 
deprived her of her dower rights in her husband’s 
property. The quarrel is still in progress, though 
Mrs. Paige is reported to have obtained a tair 
amount from the estate. It is very openly asserted 
by people in Brooklyn, who know the wegian, that 
her book will never be printed.

WHOSE WIFE 18 8HE? 


TRYING TO FIND OUT WHETHER SHE IS 
MRS. KEYES OR MRS. O'BRIEN KELLY. 

A dispatch from San Francisco, printed in 
Taz Times of yesterday, announced that Gen. 
Winfield Scott Keyes, of that City, had beguna 
suit for the annulment of his marriage with a lady 
whose maiden name was Flora A. Hastings. In his 
complaint Gen. Keyes declares that when he mar- 
ried her she was the wife of James O’Brien Kelly, 
of Sweet Chalybeate Springs, Va. The lady, 
on the contrary, asserts that she never was Kelly’s 


wife, and that Gen. Keyes, before marrying her, 
was given so convincing proofs that Kelly never 
had any matrimonial elaim on her that he wrote to 
him warning him to cease harassing her. She 
is the plaintiff in this City in a suit againat James 
O’Brien Kelly, similar in its purpose to the action 
of Gen. Keyes against her. She is seeking here, 
in the Sapreme Court, a decree annuiling her mar 
riage with Kelly on the ground that her consent 
to it was procured by fraud, and that it was never 
a. and never recognized by her as 
valid. 

Exactly when the marriage which Mrs. Keyes is 
trying to avoid took place cannot be determined 
from her complaint, for the reason that that docu- 
ment states that it occurred “on or about the oth 
day of October. 1883,” a date which most people 
know has not yet arrived. The place of marriace 
was the platform of a railroad station at Alleghany 
Station, Va. The complaint, after stating the 
time and place, runs on: ‘As the plaintiff was 
about to take the cars the defendant, who was 
then 18 years of age, said to the piaintiff, who was 
then 17 years of age, * Let us be married for fun.’ 
and represented to the plaintiff that if she would 
consent to the performance of a marriage cere- 
mony he would always regard it as a joke, and 
would never claim that such marriage ceremony 
constituted a legal marriage."’ Believing his state- 
ments, the lady saya, she consented to the perform- 
ance of a marriage coremony—how or by whom 
she does not state—and, at its conclusion, she 
departed from Alleghany Station, leaving 
Kelly on the railroad platform. The cere- 
mony was then, and always’ since has 
been regarded by her as a joke, she says, and from 
the time when it was performed she never saw 
Kelly until June last. In June she visited Alle- 
ghany Station. and James O’Brien Kelly, for the 
first time, claimed her as his iawful wife. She de- 
clares she believes that when he proposed mar- 
riage with her as a joke he had the false and 
fraudulent purpose to claim her as his wife if she 
should agree to and carry out his suggestion. 
Therefore as it was by misrepresentation that she 
was induced to consent to the performance of the 
ceremony, she asks the court fora judgment do- 
claring the alleged marriage contract void. 

In Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, Judge 
Donohue appeinted Mr. Abram Kling to take 
proof of the matters stated in the complaint. 
Notwithstanding that the plaintiff claims, in 
San Francisco, to be Mrs. Keyes, she uses her 
maiden name in suing Kelly, and it was under that 
name—Flora A. Hastings—that she verified her 
complaint on Sept. 12, in this City. The summons 
in her suit was served on Keliy on Aug, 1), by bis 
sister, Miss Bonnie Kelly, in tnis City. Kelly has 
served no noticd of anpearance in the case on the 
plaintiff’s attorney, Mr. J. Dana Joves, and his 
time to answer the complaint has expired. 
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THE TAX ON CURFORATIONS. 


CONTROLLER DAVENPORT WARNS DELIN- 
QUENTS OF THE PENALTY OF DELAY. 

ALBANY, Sept. 21.—One of the most thor- 
ough acts of Controlier Davenport's administra- 
tion is bis method of collecting the corporation 
taxes. The taxis due Sept. 1, and a penalty is 
attached to the failure to settle of an addition of 
10 per cent. on the amount of tax due.; A large

By making such report 
and paying the tax by the 25th inst. you will save 
costs and the penalty provided by the law. This cir- 
cular is sent by courtesy. and not by any requirement 
of law. The act requiring the report has now been in 
So three years, and this os wiil here- 
after strictly exact the penalty ‘or non-compliance 
with its provisions. Kespectfully yours,

RETURNED TO HER HOME

MRS. MORTON FUUND BY POLICE 
IN JERSEY CITY. 
EVIDENTLY SUFFERING FROM NERVOUS EX- 
HAUSTION—THE BINGULAR WELCOME 


SHE MET WITH. 

Mrs. Elizabeth C. Morton, the Brooklyn 
lady whose mysterious disappearance last Saturday 
crested so much apprehension, was taken to her 
home at No. 485 Willonghby-avenue yesterday af- 
ternoon by Police Captain McKaig, of Jersey City. 
Bhe was very much excited and seemed to be suf- 
fering from extreme nervousness, but with this 
exception no personal injury bas befallen her. Ad- 
mission to the nouse was refused to reporters 
after her return, and her son, Robert E. Morton, 
paid he had no farther announcement to make to 
the public. He denied emphatically that his 
mother was in the habit of drinkirg, aud said that 
be did not know himseif what had induced 
her toremain away from home 60 long with- 
out communicating with her family. ‘ Mother,” 
he said, “drinks a glass of wine occasionally, 
musa creat many ladies do, in ber own house, but 
the: story which bas been cireulated to the effect 
that she is in the habit of getting drunk is a mali- 
cious slander. She has been with friends in Jersey 

_City since she left New-York on Saturday last, and 
nhe is all right now. That is positively all that I 
will say about the case. Iam sorry it has gained 
go much publicity, and forall our sakes I wish to 
have the matter hushed up as soon as possible.” 

The movements of Mrs. Morton’after she was 
last seen by Mr. Morris in Chambers-street, at 
about 1 o'clock on Saturday afternoon, are known 
to nobody but herself until Wednesday night, 
when, it is sald, she appeared at the house in Jer- 
pey Citv to which she was finally traced yesterday. 
On Thursday Robert E. Morton went to Jersey 


City and saw Chief of Police Murphy. He told 
the Chief ali that was known of his mother's dis- 
appearance, and = him a fuli description of the 
lady and of the diamonds, valued at $5,000, which 
phe wore when she left home. The Chief sent out 
& general al rm to the Police Captains, describing 
the lady, and ordered that a close watch be kept 
forher. She had lived in Bergen-avenue, Jersey 
City, for several years, and has a sister, Mrs. Mary 
oe. who resides in Linden-avenue, in that city. 
esterday morning information was given to Capt. 
MeKaig, of the Fourth Precinct there, that a lady 
from Brooklyn, answering the published descrip- 
ton of Mrs. Morton, was stopping at the house of 
Mrs. George Davis. a widow, who lives in Jackson- 
avenue, near Oak-street. The Captain and the pre- 
cinct detective, Ryan, set themselves to watch this 
house, and at about 10 o’clock their vigilance was 
rewarded by seeing Mrs. Davis and Mrs. Morton 
come from the building. Tne officers, who were in 
citizens’ clothes, followed tne women until they 

w them enter the two-story tenement-house No. 

Fiftn-street, near Coles-street. Then Capt. 
oKaig sent Kyan to notify Chief Murphy, while 
remained on guard outside the house. 

Chief Murpby started at once for the house in 
Fifth-street. Its occupants, he says, are people of 
the bighest respectability. Their names he had 

romised not to divuige. “Mrs. Davis and Mrs. 

orton were simply paying them a call,” he told a 

reporter, ‘aud they knew nothing of the 
facts about Mrs. Morton’s sudden disappearance 
from home. I rang the bell and Mrs. Davis herself 
pame tothe door. She knew me, and addressed 
as Chief. After passing ‘good morning’ with 
er I told her that I wanted to see Mrs. Morton. 
Bhe made no objection, but smiled and said, ‘Come 
right up stairs, Chief; she’s here.’ I followed her 
up to the second floor, where I found Mrs. Morton. 
She was dressed inthe same black silk that she 
wore when she left home. Her hat was off, and 
phe sat ina rocking-chair. She appeared to me 
ikea woman who was suffering greatly from 
pervous exhaustion, but she smiled when | was in- 
troduced to her, and greeted me very pleasantly. I 
took a chair and said to Mrs. Morton: 

“*You are getting to be quite a notorious woman. 
Do you know that there are columns about you ip 
the newspapers this morning!’ 

“She answered quickly: ‘I know al] about it, and 
Z am very sorry for it, but whateanIdo? Iam 
sll right. You can see lam all right, can’t you?’ 
Ithen asked ber how she came to Jeave her home 
po suddenly and neglect to notify her friends of 
ber whereabouts. She deelined to tell me anything 
about the matter. All that she would say on that 
subject was, ‘I can explain ali this to my family to 
their satisfaction. I have been with Mrs. Davis, 
my friend here, sinee Saturday night, and 
nobody but my family has any mght to question 
me about my movements.’”’ 

“Did Mrs. Morton wear the diamonds which she 
earried away with her when youfound her?” asked 
Tue Toues reporter. 

“She wore one diamond ring, and a gold brooch 
ofavery old pattern, whieh looked as though it 
was an heirloom in some ancient family. I asked 
her what had become of her diamonds, and she 
answered quickiy, and rather excitedly: ‘i can 
tellall about my diamondsto my femily. I don’t 
choose to answer for them to anybody else.’ I 
then asked her what had become of the $3,000 
which she is said to have received from an ac- 
guaintance on Saturday. She gave me the same 
auswer: ‘Ican explain everyting to the satis- 
faction of my family.’ I conid get no more 

formation from her, and so I asked her 
iff she was ready to go home now. She 

id that she was, and that ehe had 

tended to return home to-night anyway. I seut 

erto Police Head-quarters in charge of Capt. Mc- | 
Saig, engaged a coach and sent her to her home, 
Brooklyn, this afternoon at 1 o’clock. I sent 
Capt. Mo and Detective Ryan with her, and 
Mrs. Davis also went with her. I ordered the Cap- 
tain not to allow her to go out of his sight until 
© was safe in the bands of her friends. He came 
ack a short time aco and said that he had left her 
with berson. There was no scene in the house at 
nll. Mrs. Morton was received by two ladies and 
taken into the parlor. Mr. Morton thauked the 
Captain, and that’s all there is of the case so far 

as the Jersey City police are coneerned.”’ 

“lought to say this, however, in justice tothe 
jady,’’ continued Chief Murphy, ‘I believe that 
she had made up ber mind to return to her home 
to-night in any event. Capt. McKaig telephoned 
to me at 9 o’clock that he was on ber track, and at 
10 o’clock I received a telephone message from a 
friend inad store in Fourth-street, near Coles, 
telling me that he could give some important infor- 
mation about Mrs. Morton. I went to him, and he 
told me that a woman bad just been tothe store and 
left a dispatch to be forwarded by the Western 
Union, addressed to Robert E. Morton, Brooklyn, 
god signed Mrs. Morton, in which the lady stated 
that she would be home to-night.

I only bad a 
ittle small change with me, and you’ve made 
Byerybody believe I was loaded with money.

The Mrs. George Davis in whose house Mrs. Mor- 
jon said she had been since last Saturday is de- 
scribed as a stout woman, of dark complexion, and 
peomt 48 years old, who dresses very plainly in 

lack. Her husband, who died about a year ago. 
was formerly a carpenter, but in the last years of 
his life kept a low saloon in Jackson-avenue, near 
Oak-street. The saloon was in alow, one-story 
frame building, and still bears the sign over the 
door, ‘George Davis's Jackson-Avenue House,” 
pithough it is now used as a fish and oyster market. 
The police had a great deal of trouble with Davis, 
who frequently got drunk and raised a disturbance 
~ his place, but Chief Murphy says that as far ashe 

nows, Mrs. Davis is a perfectly reputable woman. 
She keeps a boarding-house, which is at present oc- 
eupled by three male boarders, railroad men, near 
her late husband's old saloon, The house is a two- 
story frame, and is old and partially dilapidated, 
although some attempt has been made to render it 
attractive by cultivating a trail of ivy over the 
porch. When a Times reporter called 
yesterday afternoon, the agec servant, who 
was washing in the basement, said that 
her mistress had been away since morning. 
This woman said that she never went up stairs un- 
less she was called.and thatshe knew nothing of 
the lady who had been visiting her mistress.

THE OLI AGAWALLAS’ CLAM DANCE 
ee 


DEMOCRATIC WARRIORS CELEBRATING THEIR 
APPROACHING BUFFALO HUNT. 


Around the Ollagawallas, in Gabe Case’s 
park yesterday afternoon, clustered members of 
the various Democratic tribes of the City and State. 
Tbe annua! clam-bake of this famous tribe was a 
thing not to be despised by the hungry braves, and 
they gathered from all points of the compass. The 
big chief of the Ollagawallas, Ccl. J. J. Mooney, 
had his head-quarters in a tent, before which paced 
an Indian in war paint and feathers and carrying a 


double-barreled gun. Another brave in war paint 
guarded the entrance tothe park with a breech- 
Joading ride, known as the cat-teaser. 

In a tent at the entrance sat the Money Bags of 
the tribe—Richard A. Cunningham, who exacted 
toll from the feasters at the rate of $6 per head 
from members of the tribe and $10 from the 
Indians of other tribes. The little chiefs of the 
Ollagawallas—Senator James Fitzgerald, Sheriff 
Aleck VY. Davidson, and Ambrose Monel!l—steered 
the strangers to the feast grounds, and the Little 
Scribe—-Maurice b. Flynn—tallied them off as they 
entered the gate and thus kept a check 
upon the Money Bags. Thomas Costigan, 
Senator James Daly, and George Cauid- 
well, members of the Grand Council, aroused 
the braves to the highest pitch of enthusiasm when 
they appeared in the distance on the avenue in a 
Langtry driven by four horses. This style of 
vehicle is intended to hold nine persons, but 
Sachem Costigan had to be accommodated, so he 
was given one entire side of the vehicie. Gabe 
Case wheeled up the hotel derrick, and the pon- 
derous Sachem was tenderly lifted to the ground. 

The members of the Tammany and Irving tribes 
mingied with the Ollagawalias (otherwise known 
as the County Democrats) on the best of terms. 
Sachem Kearney, Col. Jonn J. Mooney, and Sidney 
P. Nichols, the flower of Tammany’s tribe, ex- 
changed peaceful grunts with Tim Campbeil and 
Peter Bowe, of the Irving tribe. Col. M. C. Mur- 
phy, of the latter, was absent, having started off 
on the war-path on his own private acocunt 
earlier in the week. The clam-bake was one of 
the best that Babcock, the Rhode Island Yankee, 
hasever got‘en up, Harry Hail stood over him 
with a tomahawk, and Jem Mace, a great pugilistic 
chief, menaced him withaclup. There was every 
incentive for the downeaster to diseharge his duty 
faithfully. In an howr be had compieted the bake, 
and dishes of piping hot sheepshead, chicken. 
partridge, frogs, lobsters’ claws, oysters, sweet 
and Irish potatoes, corn, crabs, and tripe were laid 
before the famishing braves. The big chief of the 
Ollagawallas marched up and down the tables 
brandishing bottles of blue seal and commanded 
the company to eat, drink, and be merry, for to- 
morrow they would die—or go on the war-path to 
Buffalo, which would mean about the same thing 
to some of them, perhaps. The braves bathed their 
stomachs in the liquid and yelled for more until 
the big chief and the colored waiters ached with 
the <aane of their exertions at fetching and 

ning. 

Col. John R. Fellows complimented the braves 
upon the fact that more of their number were not 
doing the State heavy service in the State institu- 
tions, and, when the laughter had subsided, he 
threatened to brain Superintendent Walling witha 
melon.rind unless that veteran opened his mouth 
and sang one of the songs of the flerce Six Nations. 
The Superintendent acquitted himself heroically 
under circumstances so adverse, and the rocks 
echoed the strains of the ‘‘Star-Spangied Banner.” 
Capt. Kipp sang a touching refrain of the three 
crows. The braves actually concluded their ban- 
quet by washing their hands and faces in sparkling 
ehampagne. Col. T. A. Hamilton busied himself in 
looking over the ruins of the struggle, and he re- 
portea that 259 empty bottles lay strewn around 
under thetables. Gabe Case afterward said that 
he had filled an order of the Ollagawallas for 259 
bottles, and had been obliged to calla halt as the 
supply was becoming exhausted.

THE CUT IN MATCH PRICES. 


COMPETITION MAKES THE DIAMOND COM- 
PANY REDUCE ITS TERMS. 

Joseph Swift, Vice-President and New-York 
manager of the Diamond Match Company, denied 
with some emphasis, resterday, that that company 
was a combination to keep up the price of matches. 
It was not a combination at all, he said, buta 
corporation, organized under the laws of the State 
of] Connecticut Jan. 1, 1881. It was composed of 
men who had been match manufacturers, and it 


had absorbed a number of smaller firms, but it 
was not aeombination any more than the New- 
York Central Railroad was. The company, Mr. 
Swift said, was the largest in the country, and 
made the prices of matches. No other match, even 
if intrinsically better than itsown, could command 
as bieh a price untilit had been in the market a 
longtime. Smaller firms were constantly cutting 
each other, and had been for years. When their 
prices went so low as to affect the sales of the Dia- 
mond Match Company that concern had to reduce 
its prices. The present reduction was the largest 
ever made at onetime. Two things made it neces- 
sary: The abolition of the internal revenue tax of 
lcent on each package of matches and the com- 
petition of Swedish companies and new companies 
which had sprung up in this country. 

The revenue stamps cost the company $1 30 a 
gross. When the tax was abolished the company 
knocked off $1 a gross from the price of matches. 
‘We kept the 30 cents fortwo months,” said Mr. 
Swift, **and I suppose we might have hung on 
to the dollar as well. It was purely a busi- 
ness question. We could make the 30 
certs, and we did.”” On Sept. 1 the 30 
cents was given up and an additional reduction 
made because of the competition. The foreign 
competition was new, and Mr. Swift could not 
judge how serieus it would be. Swedish manufac- 
turers, he was told, paid about 20 cents a day for 
labor which in this country cost $1 50.

WHERE LACES WERE HIDDEN. 
Words can hardly express the astonishment 
of Miss E. Lorden, of Chicago, yesterday, when 
Inspector Russ opened one of her two trunks and 
showed her that it was full of costly velvet, roils 
of laces, and bundles of kid gloves. Her trunks 


had nothing dutiable in them—she had sworn to 
that—and the cards must have been tacked on the 
wrong baggage. Calm refiection, however, re- 
minded her that the two tranks belonged to a 
friend of hers, and, with their expensive con- 
tents, they went to the seizure-room, with some 
suspicious luggage belonging to other lady passen- 
gers of the Republic. A young woman who ac- 
companied Miss Lorden was condueted to the 
seizure-room and there examined by Mrs. Jennie 
Ferris, of the Customs service. Underneath the 
yousg woman's dress Mrs. Ferris found a robe of 
expensive material heavily trimmed with point 
lace and other costly adornments. It was seized. 
in one of the trunks seized yesterday some cheap 
flannel petticoats were founa elaborately trimmed 
with Oriental colored lace. which is very expensive 
inthis market. On dresses that had been worn 
were dozens of yards of superfinous costly lace 
trimmings,some of which were basted on the inside 
of the skirts. A lady’s bustie was covered with 
cheap lace fringe, underneath which Mrs. Ferris 
found a large quantity of rich point lace. The ap- 
raised value of the seized goods is about $5,000.

As the Fall and Spring seasons will 
cover, it is expected, 60 performances of Italian 
opera, will you please send your check for $1,200 
to the order of Luther Kountze, Esq., Treasurer, and 
signand return the inclosed agreement on or before 
Oct. 1, 1883? All stockholders who shel! not have paid 
for their boxes and executed the agreement prior to 
Oct, 15, 1883, shall be deemed to have waived their 
rights, and the use of their boxes for the season wlll 
be soid for account of the company.

The circular is dated July 5, 1883, and appended 
to it isthe form of an agreement worded as fol- 
lows: 

“In consideration of the use of my box, with six ad- 
missions for each performance of Italian opera, dur- 
ing the season of 1883-4, | inclose check for $1,200, 
and agreeto pay such further sum,"not exceeding 
$600, When such payment shali be calied for by the 
Board of Directors of the Metropolitan Upera-house 
Company of New-York, (itmited,) within 10 days after 
notice of the seme shall have been given.” 

One of the Directors of the Opera House Com- 
pany said that the above call for money was pur- 
suant to an agreement by which the Directors were 
bound to protect Manager Abbey against loss in 


the approaching operatic season. ‘'l understand,” 
said this gentieman, ** that some surprise has been 
manifested on the part of ua portion of the box- 
holaers by this action, but ido not think there 
will be any ‘kicking’ when the matter is thorough- 
ly understood. ‘The Directors have agreed to pro- 
tect Mr. Abbey to the extent of about $60,000, and 
of course it is necessary that they shouid have the 
money in hand in case it is needed. Thereisa 
chanee that none of it will be needed. I donot 
think the extra $600 will be called for.” 

A stockholder who had been grumbling about 
the action of the Directors in assessing the boxes, 
informed a Times reporter yesterday that the mat- 
ter had been explained to him fully and he was 
satisfied with the arrangement. *‘ As I understand 
it now,” he said, “the stockholders share with 
Manager Abbey the financial risk of the coming 
operatic season. If the money is lost we will each 
pay $2,700 for the use of our boxes, including 6 per 
cent. interest on our $15,000 subscriptions. Ifthe 
season is financially successful, we will get our 
$1,200 back again in dividends.” Another staock- 
holder said that the boxes were worth all that the 
holders were asked to pay for their use. He re- 
markea that he had an opportunity of renting out 
luis box for more than it would cost him. 


THE WINDOW GLASS TRADE. 
cs ores 

The strike of the window glass makers at 
Pittsburg, Penn., has not yet, it is said, affected the 
trade to any great extent in this City, as nearly 
three-fourths of tho domestic manufactured glass 
goes to supply the West, while in the East, and 
particularly in this City, a large quantity of French 
and German glass is used. It is said by glass- 
Gealers and importers that the rules of the glass- 
workers’ union is Pittsburg required the members 
not to make more than 48 boxes a week out of a 
pot, end that the manufacturers demanded a 
change in the rules so as to have 60 boxes out of a 


pot in a week. The work of glass-making, the 
workmen and dealers said, was very trying to the 
system, as the men were oxposed to intense heat, 
and so the men resisted. Another reason for the 
strike was a proposed reduction of wages 
on the part of the manufacturers. Mr. 
Fitzpatrick, of College-plase, said yesterday that 
the reason given by ‘the menufaccvrers for reduc- 
ing wages was that the duty on imported glass had 
been lowered. The reduction of the tax, how- 
ever, was so insignificant that it could not affect 
the glass trade and did not justify them in reduc- 
ing the wages of theirmen. On double thick the 
duty had not been reduced, but, on the contrary, it 
had been advanced from 5 cents to 10 cents per 
box of French glass. Taking into consideration 
the duty, freight, and insurance on imported giass, 
the home manufacturers were protected to the ex- 
tent of about 100 per cent., and they were able to 
sell their wares 50 per cent. below French single 
thick, although it was true that the latter was of a 
finer quality. They vould, added Mr, Fitzpatrick, 
afford to pay their workmen an advance in wages 
and still compete successfully with the importers. 

A member of the firm of Vanhorne, Griffin & Co., 
of Park-place, said that the average rate of duty 
paid on imported common window glass was SO 
per cent., and he believed that the manufacturers | 
could afford to pay their workmen double. the 
wages they were now giving them, instead of seek- 
ing to reduce them, Mr. Heroy, of the firm of 
Heroy & Mariner, of Duane-street, thought that 
the strike in Pittsburg would create an increased 
demand for imported glass. Thetrade in imported | 
giass was brisk at present, and he thought that if 
importers were to send orders for more stock for- 
eign Manufacturers would advance their prices,
